States into the world maelstrom. 

It also came as the British Eighth Army was battering the Nazi- 
Italian armies in Egypt. 

More than a score of newspapermen were called into Early’s of- 
fice to receive the news. Word that some kind of major war de- 
velopment was about to break spread throughout the city early this 
evening, but there was no definite word that an official announcement 
actually was coming until about an hour before it was released. 

Early locked the door to his office after the newspapermen had 
entered and permitted no one to leave until the exact stroke of 9 p. m. 

(Washington time), He had only a few minutes to read hurriedly from 
the announcement and 9 o’clock came before he had an opportunity 
to finish, 

Then there was a great scramble for the lobby, where an assistant 
secretary, William D. Hassett, had placed copies of the President's 
announcement and his address to the French people on a huge ma- 
hogany table.

Raid on Italy.

U.S. STEEL OUTPUT IN MONTH 
GREATER THAN JAPAN'S IN YEAR 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
American steel milis broke all 
production records in October. 
They turned out more tonnage in 
that month alone than the annual 
estimated capacity of all steel 
mills in Japan, the American Iron 
& Steel Institute announced today. 

Output of 7,584,864 tons of ingots 


and castings was 7 per cent above 
the September total of 7,067,084 
tons and exceeded by nearly 
349,000 tons the total in October, 
last year. The amount was about 
385,000 tons greater than thr es. 
timated yearly capacity of all 
Japanese mills.

Quitting as — Chair- 


man to Give More 
Time to His. Job as 
Minority Leader. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
Increased representation for his 


| party on Congressional committees 


and sharp reductions in non-mili- 
tary Government expenditures 
were listed today by Representa- 
tive Martin of Massachusetts, the 
House minority leader, as prime 
objectives for the gréatly-strength- 
ened Republican forces in Con- 


gress 

Beaming with glee at his party’s 
gains throughout the nation in 
Tuesday’s election, he disclosed 
that he would resign as Chairman 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee Dec. 7, at a meeting in St. 
Louis, to give his full time and 
attention to guiding Republican 
strategy in the House. 

While Martin made it clear that 


-|the Republicans would fight for a 


greater voice in running the af- 
fairs of Congress, he pledged that 
they would co-operate in the war 
effort “regardless of how the 
Democrats treat us.” 

His declaration that the Repub- 
licahs would attack non-military 
expenditures raised a strong possi- 
bility that some Administration 
agencies would be eliminated or 
starved to death through lack “of 
appropriations, 

Although the Democrats will 
have numerical control of the 
House, where all appropriation 
bills originate, a substantial bloc 
of anti-Administration Democrats 
during the past year joined Re- 
publicans in voting for reduced 
non-military allotments. Republi- 
cans won 208 seats in the House 
and Democrats oat, with two still 
undecided. 

“Non-military expenditures,” 
Martin told a press conference, 
“should be decidedly reduced. 
When you. get a payroll tax, the 
American people are going to in- 
sist that non-military expenditures 
be cut, and cut drastically There 
is certainly room for cuts, and I 
hope the Appropriations Commit- 
tee goes about it diligently.” 

He suggested that each appro- 
priations subcommittee be given a 
trained auditor “so that they could 
go into each department and find 
an accurate picture.of just how 
much each needs.” 

A reporter’s reference to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s press conference 
comment yesterday that he con- 
sulted Republicans as well as Dem- 
ocrats on pending legislation drew 
a grin from Martin. 

“I’m only the official leader of 
the House,” Martin said, “but if he 
consults Republicans, I don’t know 
who they are.” He added that he 
could recall being called to the 
White House only twice during 
the past year—the night the Japa- 
nese attacked Pearl Harbor and 
again when Prime Minister 
Churchill was here. 

In an interpretation of the elec- 
tion, Martin said that “what the 
American people want is to have 
the war conducted efficiently. They 
want less bungling. They want less 
inefficiency. They want less poli- 
tics.” 

He hinted strongly that he would 
lead an attempt to bring Congress 
into closer touch with the war ef- 
fort. Martin said he was “leaning” 
toward creation of.a joint House 
and Senate committee on the con- 
duct of the war as proposed by 
Representative Dirksen (Rep.), Il- 
linois. 

Martin emphasized that his ten- 
tative endorsement of the plan did 
not mean that he thought Congress 
should “run” the military. But he 
said that Congress, as the repre- 
sentatives of the people, should be 
furnished complete information on 
the prosecution of the war.

Many passe nger car owners, par- 
ticularly salesmen, are. rebuilding 
their vehicles in the hope of hav- 


ing them classified as trucks un- 
der the gasoline and tire rationing 
program, A. D. Mason, director of 
the automotive division of the St. 
Louis Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation, disclosed yesterday. in issu- 
ing a warning against the practice. 

Mason said that in investigating 
applications filed with his office |o 
for certificates of war necessity, 
which would entitle applicants to 
a greater supply of gasoline and 
tires, if granted, he found numer- 
ous instances of such conversion. 

“Passenger cars that are being 
converted by salesmen are not 
eligible for tires as commercial ve- 
hicles,” he said, “and their owners 
may have more favorable eligibili- 
ty if they obtain gasoline rationing 
books as owners of passenger 
cars, 

“Il wish to warn the public that 


until it has been clearly estab- 
lished that a vehicle has under- 
gone genuine structural changes, 
permanent in nature, which have 
been made for the purpose of 
transporting property rather than 
passengers, we will have no au- 
thority to issue certificates of war 
necessity. 

“It should be stressed that those 
who are making such conversions 
may already be eligible for a B 

r C gasoline rationing book un- 
oe Office of Price Administra- 
tion regulations, I would like 
to emphasize that there is no 
guarantee to the holder of a cer- 
tificate of war necessity that he 
will receive tires. An applicant for 
tires for a commercial vehicle 
must be in one of the eligible 
classes in the OPA tire rationing 
regulations.” 

Mason was unable to estimate 
how many passenger car owners 
are in the process of making such 
changes ‘or have already done so.

AUTO STAMP FINE $1 
BY MAIL IN MISSOURI 
BUT $10 IN ILLINOIS 


United States District Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton’s idea of “mail 
order” trials for persons arrested 
for failure to display Federal use 
stamps on their automobile wind- 
shields is being adopted by United 
States Court officials of the Hast- 
ern District of Illinois, but their 
price will be just 10 times as high 
as in Missouri. 

H. Grady Vien, United States 
Attorney at East St. Louis,’ said 
yesterday that he would mail in- 
formations this week to 282 per- 
sons throughout the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Illinois, arrested for fail- 
ure to display stamps. Each let- 
ter will contain a form that the 
defendant may fill out, if he de- 
sires to plead guilty, and mail 
back with $10. There will also 
be a form for making bond, if the 
defendant decides to fight the 
case, 

Similar forms have been sent 
to several hundred persons ar- 
rested for stamp violations in the 
Eastern District of Missouri, and 
most of the defendants have al- 
ready settled their cases, Blanton’s 
office said. The idea in each dis- 
trict is to prevent the court docket 
from being cluttered with minor 
cases, but. the price is higher in

Maplewood’s City Council yes- 
terday passed an amendment modi- 
fying the requirements of the 
smoke ordinance adopted less than 
a year ago, and effective only since 
May 1. Mayor Frank L. Martini 
signed the amending ordinance. 

The amendment permits the sale 
and use in Maplewood of Southern 
Illinois coal in 2x3 and 6x3 inch 
sizes, but retains the prohibition 
against large lumps and screen- 


force only until the June 1 after 
the end of the war, at which time 
the former provisions will be in 
effect again. 

Mayor Martini told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the council’s action 
resulted from a situation so ser- 
ious that “people almost drove 
us crazy with their complaints of 


‘linability to get smokeless coal.” 


The complainants backed their 
statements, the Mayor said, with 
offers of affidavits from dealers, 
stating that coal conforming with 
the ordinance requirements could 
not be obtained, He said it was 
estimated .that the amendment 
would increase the volatile con- 
tent of coal legally saleable in 
Maplewood from the previous ra- 
tian of 23 per cent to between 
32 and 37 per cent. 

The ordinance, as amended, pro- 
vides that the sizes of coal must 
be specified on the dealer’s ticket, 
and that the tickets shall be: sub- 
ject to ore by inspectors, as 
to size of coal. 

Maplewood’s ordinance, adopted 
Nov. 26, was the uniform 
draft recommended by the St, 
Louis County League of Municipal- 
ities. Maplewood was the six- 
teenth county community to take 
this action. It is the second to 
relax its requirements, Kirkwood 
having taken similar action last 
May. Kirkwood amended its law 
to pefmit sale and use of coal of 
not more than 34 per cent volatile 
content for hand firing.

In Montgomery Ward Case 


Continued From Preceding Page. 


ing under the war powers of the 
President, being charged with the 
responsibility of stabilizing labor 
relations, and that it has no course 
of action in the case of defiance 
but to meet it with whatever forces 
of government are necessary to 
compel compliance.” 


The issue,-Morse continued, was 
too serious for the - mincing of 
words. The question before the 
board was whether or not the Gov- 
ernment should prevail in wartime 
“to protect the security of this 
country over a position of rugged 
individualism on the part of! any 
employer.” 

Referring to the agreement of 
labor and industry representatives 
with the President last December, 
Morse wanted it known, he said, 
that he for one was serving notice 
that the no-strike, no-lockout un- 
dertaking could not be carried out 
“if we permitted any employer, 
even Montgomery Ward, to say to 
this board, and thereby to the 
country and to the President, that. 
it will be the judge as to what, 
labor relations shall prevail in its 
operation through the course of 
the war.” 


*“T think,” he continued, “that if 
that time ever comes, it means the 
end of this board and, more im- 
portant, it means a major defeat 
on the home front. It means that 
the no-strike, no-lockout agreement 
is over, and American labor would 
be free then to resort to the strike, 
which I hope its patriotism would 
prevent it from doing, but never- 
theless it would be free to do it. 


“If we find on the merits of this 
case that it falls in the category 
of the other cases in which we 
have ordered union maintenance, 
then it would be better for the 
duration of the war that the coun- 
try go along without Montgomery 
Ward than that it try to go along 
with an economic situation under 
which the no-strike agreement 
would be destroyed. 


“Your principals shoula have it 
clearly understood that  they’re 
raising an issue if they defy an 
order of this board.” 


“What you point out,” interposed 
Dr. Frank P. Graham, another 
public member, “is that we have 
here, in explicit language, a head- 
on collision between the policy of 
the company and the war powers 
of the President.”

“The closed shop,” said the com- 
pany, “guarantees the union’s ex- 
istence and thus removes the un- 
ion’s incentive to protect the em- 
ployes’ interests.” 
The panel replied that union 
maintenance differed broadly from 
the closed shop. The maintenance 
provision, it said, “merely gives a 
minimum degree of security which 
the union cap fritter away if it 
loses the genuine support of the 
workers.” 

Need for Security, 

“The union’s need for a security 
provision,” the panel’s report stat- 
ed, “arises not from any belligerent 
anti-unionism on the part of the 
company, but rather from the com- 
pany’s unwillingness to recognize 
what has come to be the established 
national policy, namely, the right 
of employes through their duly 
elected representatives to a real 
voice in determining their wages 
and working conditions and in es- 
tablishing certain minimum rules 
designed to guard against favorit- 
ism and abuses of discretion on 
the part of supervisory officials. 

“In ordinary times the employes, 
by economic pressure and by re- 
sort to the strike weapon if neces- 
sary, could strike by their own 
efforts to achieve these ends. But 
their representatives, joining with 
the representatives of industry, 
have voluntarily relinquished this 
means of self-protection. For that 
reason the Government, through 
the War Labor Board, has directed 
the incorporation of maintenance 
of membership provisions in agree- 
ments whenever that measure of 
protection has seemed warranted 
by the circumstances. 

“We believe it to be warranted 
here, the company’s relations with 
organized labor and with this un- 
ion in particular seem to us, as 
we read the record, to have been 
shaped by the conviction that man- 
agement has both the right and 
the duty to retain absolute and ex- 
clusive control over all matters af- 
fecting the lives of the employes. 

“That conviction we believe to be 
sincere and deeply held. It is in- 
consistent, however, with what has 
come to be the practice of the 
overwhelming portion of American 
industry and so long as the poli- 
cies which flow from it remain 
unchanged, one of two things is 
likely to happen. Either the union, 
kept firmly from the exercise of 
any real function in the plant, will 
wither away, or there will be con- 
stant friction and unrest resulting 
from the efforts of the membership 
to win for themselves through the 
union a larger measure of secur- 
ity. Under these circumstances we 
believe that the granting of a 
maintenance of membership provi- 
sion would be just and would pro- 
mote harmony in the plant.”

5000 JAPS KILLED 
IN THE SOLOMONS, 
NAVY ANNOUNCES

Guadalcanal in what appeared to 
be a drive to/slash off the eastern 
arm of a Japanese pincer move- 
ment against the American held 
airfield.

During the latest period of in- 
tensive operations which began 
Oct. 22 and continued through 
Oct. 27, 2,000 Japanese were 
killed, 

500 Killed in One Night. 

Tn severe fighting which resulted 
the night of Sept. 13-14 when the 
enemy made a major effort to 
take the airfield, 500 Japanese 
were killed. 

On the morning of Aug. 21, 
after the Japanese had put ashore 
a force of 700 troops near the 
mouth of Tenaru River to strike 
at the airfield from the east, 670 
Japanese were killed. In fact, this 
entire force was wiped out, as it 
previously had been reported that 
the 30 not killed were captured. 

Of the remaining 2018 Japanese 
in the total of 5188 dead, 1000 were 
killed during the American occu- 
pation of positions on the islands 
of Tulagi, Gavutu, Makambo and 
Tanambogo, Aug. 7 and 8. 

The rest, 1018, were killed in 
various actions beginning with the 
aerial attacks preliminary to the 
invasion and continuing up to to- 
day. These actions included aerial 
strafing of enemy forces, naval 
bombardment of enemy-held areas, 
and minor skirmishes, snipings 
and small-scale engagements in- 
cluding hand-to-hand combat. 

The Navy said that the figure 
5188 was arrived at by “an actual 
count of enemy killed in actions 
ashore and doeg not include esti- 
mates of those killed in enemy- 
controlled areas where no count 
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could be made.” 

The estimates would: not cover, 
the enemy -troops 
killed at bases in the Northern 
Solomons by aerial bombardment.

USE OF FUEL OIL ON HAND 
ILLEGAL WITHOUT RATION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
Householders in the 30-state fuel 
oil rationing area, including Mis- 
souri and Illinois, must apply for 


a ration even though they have: 


enough fuel oil on hand for the 
entire winter, the Office of Price 
Administration ruled today. 

OPA said home owners in the 
rationed Hast arid Middle West 
who burned fuel oil without a 
ration would violate regulations. 
The order prohibits consumption 
of fuel. oil after Nov. 23 unless 
it was acquired with ration cou- 
pons or otherwise authorized, or 
was included in a statement of in- 
ventory on a ration application. 


These fires set off the ammuni- 
tion, which in turn fed the flames 
and built up terrific heat.

“battle stations” sounded was to 
broadcast over the loudspeaker 
system a running report of any 
action to the men below decks, He 
said he was the only chaplain in 
the Navy whose battle duty was 
not at some dressing station. 

Williams had been. broadcasting 
the successful attack on the Jap 
plane and had returned to the 
pilots‘ ready room on the flight 
deck when the torpedoes hit at 
second intervals. He and Com. 
Fred C. Dickey, executive officer, 
were tossed around but’ managed 
to get to the bridge unhurt. 

From there he was able to wit- 
ness the spread of the fire 
through the five-inch shell maga- 
zine, back through the .50-cal. 
machine gun shells and into the 
ammunition for the 11-inch guns. 
Each advance of the fire closer 
to the carrier’s superstructure 
made continued use of the bridge 
more dangerous. Then, about 10 
minutes after the first attack, 
there was a violent explosion and 
after that the bridge, became un- 
tenable and the officers withdrew 
to secondary control centers. 
Williams went to the flight deck, 
where word to abandon ship 
reached him. It was about 3:15 
p. m, The wounded there were be- 
ing well cared for, so he went 
to the hangar deck level aft. “It 
was a mess,” he related. “The 
deck was an inferno of burning 
gasoline and exploding machine 
gun ammunition.” 

Some Men Forced to Leave, 
By 3:50 p. m. the last of the 
wounded men had been taken from 
the ship; Sherman then was the 
last man to leave and he couldn't 
go until some of the enlisted men 
had been physically forced to get 
off. Williams explained they bit- 
terly disliked having to give u 
their ship. 
As he went down the ropes ove 
the ship’s side and neared the 
water, the chaplain, who was 
grimed with battle stains like all 
the other hundreds from the 
Wasp—only 10 per cent of those 
on board were lost—became en- 
tangled in cordage. 

“All I remember is how mad it 
made me,” he said with a grin, 
But at last he got free and found 
“the sea was rather choppy and 
you’d keep getting a lot of slop 
over your head.” 

He was in the water two and a 
half hours in company with hun- 
dreds of men and, so far as he 
could judge, hundreds of sharks, 
too. The men were picked up as 
rapidly as possible by destroyers.

Irish Have Too Many Guns; 
21st Victory in 29 Meetings 


In winning today Notre Dame 
ran its record against Army to 
21 victories against only five de- 
feats and three ties. Included in 
the huge crowd that cheered the 
two teams on today was the corps 
of 2200 cadets from West Point 
and many military and other gov- 
ernmental notables. 

Almost from the opening kick- 
off it was obvious that Notre 
Dame, which has lost only to for- 
midable Georgia Tech this sea- 
son, had entirely too many guns 
for the future officers. Within two 
minutes the Irish had recovered 
an Army fumble, had passed and 
plunged for a first down, and were 
attempting a placement field goal 
from the 22-yard line. Tom 
Creevy’s kick was blocked by 
Dean Crowell, Army end, however, 
and Notre Dame was to have to 
wait a while. 

Again in the first quarter the 
visitors, with Russell Ashbaugh, 
Bob Livingstone and Corwin Clatt 
slashing off the tackles and the 
wings, reached Army’s 32-yard line 
before being halted, and at the 
start of the second period Bertelli 
let go a long pass that Mazur 
barely knocked down on the goal 
line. 

Bertelli’s Passes Fail Again. 

With Gerard Cowhig smashing 
through for gains of 11 and 13

MARINES 10 OBSERVE 


Recruiting Officer Here Re- 
counts Feats of Organization 


United States Marines, stationed 
all over the world, will observe the 
167th birthday of their branch of 
the nation’s armed service Tuesday, 
and at the same time honor the 


fore them. 


Capt. Wyle J. Moore, in charge 
of the Marine Corps recruiting sta- 
tion in St. Louis, pointed out yes- 
terday that their exploits in the 
present battle for the Solomon 
Islands recall some other tough 
spots in which the Marines have 
found themselves since the corps 
was created by the Continental 
Congress in 1775. 

They fought with Washington at 
Trenton and Princeton, then aided 
John Paul Jones in fighting tHe) 
British Navy. Next, during’ the 
war against the Barbary pirates, 
Marines aided Stephen Decatur in 
the victory that resulted in the 
American flag being hoisted above 
an Old World fortress for the first 
time. 

In the war of 1812, the Marines 
fought with Perry .on Lake Erie, 
followed Generals Dearborn and 
Barney on lard, and’ made brilliant 
charges in Andrew.Jackson’s cam- 
pain which resulted in the decisive 
victory at New Orleans. 

Tae now-famous phrase, “From 
the Halls of Montezuma,” is based 
on the Marines’ feat in storming 
and capturing the Heights of Cha- 
pultepec in the War with Mexico. 
The corps led the march into Mex- 
ico City. 

The Marines landed with Com- 
modore Perry in Japan in 1853; 
participated in the capture of John 
Brown at Harper’s Ferry, and 
played important parts in the Civil 
War, Spanish-American War, Phil- 
ippine Insurrection, Boxer Rebel- 
lion and several Cuban uprisings. 
In the World War they made un- 
forgettable stands at Belleau Wood, 
Soissons and Mont Blanc. 

Capt. Moore summed up the 
spirit of the Marine Corps birthday 
as follows: “Today the conviction 
of all Marines—whether in St.

“The time is definitely past- when 
employers can follow employment 
practices as usual and adhere to 
traditional or local prejudices with 
respect to hiring,” Harper ‘wrote. 
Essential to Use Negroes’ 
“So far as the war effort is con- 
cerned, it is utterly essential that 
Negroes properly qualified be in- 
ducted into war industries as 
quickly as possible. An employer 
should realize that he is not ful- 
filling his obligations to the na- 
tion so long as he is in need of 
a single man when there is a quali- 
fied worker available, regardless 
of his. race, color, religion or na- 
tional origin.” 
Miss de Leery’s letter,. although 
answered by Harper, was addressed 
to Paul V. McNutt, chairman of 
the War Manpower Commission, 
and in it she said: “This letter is 
a plea for assistance in an acute 
situation. Regardless of the sev- 
eral edicts from Washington, we 
are finding it extremely difficult, 
and in most cases, impossible, to 
place healthy, intelligent and well- 
trained Negroes.in defense work, 
in a city that ranks among the 
busiest in' the nation and where de- 
fense industry is operating on a 
24 hour basis. 
“The excuse given, in some in- 
stances, is that proper sanitation 
measures, such as segregated rest 
rooms, have not been taken as yet.

When we check the record of 
Democratic losses in 1918 and 
1942, we find that the Roosevelt 
administration lost many more 
seats than did that of Wilson.

The South Held the Line. 


Were it not for the rotten-bor-

In recent sessions, a considerable 
number of House Democrats has 
been none too scrupulous about at- 
tending sessions.

Busy Man These Days; 
Other Important Committees. 


Truman is a very busy man these days. 
Even if it were not for the special investi- 
gating committee of which he is head, his 
regular committee assignments would absorb 
most of his energies. He is a member of 
three important committees — Interstate 
Commerce, Appropriations and Military Af- 
fairs—and three lesser committees. On 
Military Affairs and Interstate Commerce 
he has done outstanding work, digging deep 
into the facts behind the facts. 

This is the same man who with good 
reason was written off as “Boss Pender- 
gast’s errand boy” in the Senate. That was 
the designation fixed on him when he came 
to Washington. He was unassuming and un- 
resentful then, and he is unassuming and 
unresentful today. It is true that he has 
not changed essentially in the intervening 
years. 

Truman was born on a farm near Lamar, 
Mo. He went to school in Independence, 
Mo., where he was thought of as a nice 
boy with no shining talent except his music.

In his life the first World War was a 
turning point. He enlisted as a private 
shortly after we got in and a latent ability 
for organization came to the fore. Advanc- 
ing rapidly, he helped to organize the Sec- 
ond Missouri Field Artillery and later the 
129th Field Artillery, 35th Division. 

In France, he commanded Battery D of 
the 129th Field Artillery, serving at the 
front until the armistice was signed. The 
experience of the war burned deep into his 
consciousnss. It strengthened certain con- 
victions. It is one reason why today he 
wants to fight an all-out war that bring 
victory at the earliest possiblé moment. 


“I can remember,” he said to the 
Post-Dispatch, ‘‘that on Novy. 10, 1918, we'd 
got our order to move down the following 
afternoon into the valley of Verdun. That 
next morning some units’ did move down.

killed that morning. 

“If we had moved down that afternoon, 
some of us would have gotit.

Returning from France in 1919, Truman 
took two important steps. He married his 
childhood sweetheart, Bess Wallace, and he 
formed his first emall connection with the 
Pendergast machine, That was in Kansas 
City, where Truman was clerking in a store. 
Nights and in his spare time.he studied law 
at the Kansas City School of Law. 


He was affable, agreeable; he wanted to. 


get on in the world. Pendergast liked him. In 
November, 1922, he was elected Iudge of the 
Jackson County Court, which runs the coun- 
ty’s business affairs. Two years later, when 
he ran again, he was defeated, but 
he was elected presiding Judge by a majority 
of 16,000.

A Lawyer Suggests Judge Wiley B. 
Rutledge for the Supreme Court. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

CONGRATULATE you on your recent 

editorials concerning the filling of the 
vacancy on the United States Supreme 
Court left by the retirement of Mr. Jus- 
tice Byrnes. I agree with you that, with 
a wide choice open to him, the President 
should at this time elevate to the Su- 
preme Court a Judge of proved ability. 

Without question, political affiliation 
should not enter into the filling of this 
vacancy. Also without question, geo- 
graphica] location should not be the con- 
trolling factor. But, everything else 
being equal, would it not be wise for 
the President to appoint a man from 
the Western section of the country? 

At present, there is on the court no 
Justice from west of the Mississippi 
River. Evidence that the court itself is 
conscious of the fact that familiarity 
with the divers problems of the various 
sections of the country would be help- 
ful to the court is given in a recent opin- 
jon handed down by Mr. Justice Frank- 
furter (Bridges vs. California, Dec, 8, 


1941). In this opinion, Mr, Justice Frank- 
_furter stated: 


“We are, after all, sitting over 3000 


miles away from a great State without 
_ intimate knowledge of its habits and its 
needs in a matter which does not cut 


across the affirmative powers of the na- 


| tional Gevernment.”

He came to St. Louis as dean of the Law 
School of Washington University and 
served ably in that capacity. While liv- 
ing here, he became one of Missouri's 
first citizens, through his broad and help- 
ful interest in local and State affairs. 
He, too, shared “his scholarship and wis- 
dom with his fellow citizens.” 7 

He left Missouri and Washington Uni- 
versity to become dean of the University 
of Iowa Law School. While in that posi- 
tion, he was mentioned prominently as 
a successor to Mr. Justice Cardozo of 
the Supreme Court. Mr. Justice Frank- 
furter was given that appointment, and 
immediately thereafter Judge Rutledge 
was appointed to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. 

Judge Rutledge is a man of great ca- 
pacity who knows the Midwest from A 
to Z. He was an excellent teacher of 
the law. He has proved that he is an 
able jurist. His record entitles him to 
consideration for promotion, In appoint- 
ing him, the President would do honor 
to himself and the Supreme Court of the 


United States.

In the months since 
then; the British have continued to occupy an ex- 
tremely hazardous spot. T. H. Thomas, an officer 
of the American G. H. Q. in World War I and a 
competent military historian, sized up the situation 
as follows in the November Atlantic Monthly: 


There looms up close at hand the prospect 
of a decisive (Nazi) victory—one which would in- 
volve an irreparable disaster to the Allied con- 
duct of this war... . 

The narrow front at El Alamein has become 
the keystone of the whole arch of Allied re- 
sistance east of Suez. The Army of the Nile 
no longer stands on a fortified line; its troops 
now constitute the last line of defense not only 
of Egypt but of Irak and Iran, of neutral Turkey 
and Afghanistan, of India and of the last thin 
open door to China. 

If we fail in reinforcing it against the danger 
impending, we shall lose the war across the 
whole extent of land and sea from,Africa to 
New Zealand. The most far-reaching plans in 
the arsenal of democracy have not even contem- 
plated the incalculable total of ships and weapons 
needed for retrieving so immense a disaster. 


In not only stopping Rommel but forcing him into 
« headlong retreat, Gen. Montgomery’s forces thus 
Ihave delivered a life-saving blow for the whole 
Allied cause. If they can keep up the pressure and 
fulfill Montgomery’s promise—“The Axis will be 
swept from North Africa”—then they will have made 
an immense contribution toward shortening the war 
and achieving complete victory. 

As for the effect on the war in Europe, Hanson 
Baldwin quotes the editor of the Nineteenth Century, 
a British publication, as saying: “The road to victory 
is from Cairo to Berlin.” The British writer goes on: 

The defense of Egypt is the most important 
task that confronts the Allies today after the 
defense of the British Isles (which are also being 
defended on the Volga). To expel the enemy 
from Northern Africa and to recover the un- 
challengeable command of the Mediterranean is 
the most important task of tomorrow. When 
that task has been achieved, and only then, the 
invasion of the European mainland by the Allied 

forces—that is to say, the establishment of a 

“second front”—can be prepared. : 

To get the fine start toward fulfillment of this 
vital task, now being recorded on the world’s front 
pages, wonders have been performed not only by 
Montgomery’s army but in getting supplies into 
Egypt and in shutting off Rommel’s sources, 

Churchill pointed out in July that “it takes four 
months to send a weapon around the Cape and per- 
haps a week or even less across the Mediterranean, 
provided it gets across.” Now the weapons, men 
and planes have arrived in sufficient numbers for 

the present great drive. More than that, sea and 
air patrols have done such deadly work in the 
Mediterranean that it is reported not a single Axis 


weeks, 

This is the sixth time that the battle has surged 
across the desert, first eastward, then westward, then 
back again. An army could advance hundreds of 
miles, but the lines in this strange warfare seemingly 
were too long for gains to be held. Each time the de- 
feated forces rallied and pushed the victors back. 

This time, Montgomery does not plan merely to 
push Rommel’s forces back. A British spokesman 
says: “There are high hopes that we may be able to 
annihilate them completely without having to chase 
them across the Libyan Desert as in other advances.” 

Considering the pace they are going now, and the 
toll of men and weapons being taken by the Allied 
forces, there is reason for hope that this great objec- 
tive can be attained. If so, the future historian may 
appraise this drive as the turning point of the war. 
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PROGRAM NOTE. 

St. Louisans were both glad and fearful as they 
turned out this week end for the Symphony Orches- 
tra’s first concerts of the new season.

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AN AMATEURS’ WAR. 

On Aug. 11, 1917, Woodrow Wilson made a speech 
to the officers of the Atlantic Fleet in which he 
said things which so much need saying today that his 
talk is reprinted in this issue of the Post-Dispatch.

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_ “THE PEOPLE DO NOT FORGET. 

The Post-Dispatch lays claim to a prophecy which 
it made many months before last Tuesday's election. 
We said: “It will be a long time, we think, before 
the attempt to steal the governorship of Missouri is 
forgotten.” The people, we were convinced, would 
long remember the plot of the Democratic party 
and its leaders, Lawrence McDaniel, Bennett Clark, 
Robert E. Hannegan and others. 


We confess error in attributing political wizardry 


to Attorney General Roy (Hotspur) McKittrick, 


though his famous warning to his fellow-Democrats 


was partly borne out, Said Mr. McKittrick to the 
boys in the smoke-filled Hotel De Soto room: “One 
thing you fellows in St. Louis should consider care- 
fully. If you go into this, you will be the ones under 
the gun. You city fellows have a city election in 
the spring, while we country boys will have two 
years to get over it before we have an election.” 

It now is clear enough that, while the city boys 
did- suffer catastrophe in the spring election by the 
defeat of Mayor Dickmann, two years’ time wasn’t 
long enough to save the country boys. The people’s 
memory was longer than McKittrick thought. In 
totaling up the latest casualties, it is seen that the 
Democrats have lost five seats in Congress, 10 seats 


| in the State Senate, control of the State House of 


Representatives and the office of State Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

Altogether, 105 legislators participated in the gov- 
ernorship steal; of these, only 31 remain in office. 
Of the 31, nine are Senators whose terms have not 
expired and who did not have to face the voters last 
Tuesday. Of the remaining 22, eight were re-elected 
in such strong Democratic centers that the Re- 
publicans did not even place candidates in the field 
against them. Two of the outstanding leaders of 
the attempted steal—Senator Searcy, Senate floor 
leader, and the redoubtable H. P. Lauf, House floor 
leader, took beatings, the latter at the hands of one 


of Donnell’s attorneys, who made the steal the issue 


of his campaign. 

In St. Louis, Congressman Cochran, who denounced 
the steal, came through, but Congressman Sullivan, 
formerly Mayor Dickmaxun’s seeretary; who did not, 
was beaten. That the steal played a part in defeat- 
ing out-state Congressmen is clearly indicated by the 
interesting fact that the Republicans made a larger 
gain here than in any other State in the country. 

The Republicans gained five seats in Missouri, as 
against only four in the heavily Republican State 
of Pennsylvania, two in New York, three in Illinois, 
one each in Massachusetts and New Jersey. Whereas 
before last Tuesday, the Missouri delegation to the 
lower house of Congress consisted in 10 Democrats 
and only three Republicans, the new lineup is 
eight Republicans and only five Democrats. The 
only out-state Democratic Congressmen who sur- 
vived were the veteran Representative Cannon and 
Orville Zimmerman, the latter representing heavily 
Democratic Southeast Missouri. 

So the bell has tolled. So the people remembered 
the vicious assault upon the majesty of the State 
of Missouri and upon the expressed will of the voters. 
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CHURCHILL HAS A RIVAL. 

Winston Churchill has made himself known in 
this war as a master of invective. His rolling ora- 
torical periods have poured vitriol upon the enemy 
leaders in devastating fashion. 

The epithets he hurled at Hitler have ranged 
from the blunt and simple to the richly rhetorical, 
from “that bad man” to “a monster of wickedness, 
insatiable in his lust for blood and plunder.” They 
have been picturesque, too; for instance, “this bloody 
guttersnipe.” The wrath of a Biblical prophet was 


| wrapped up in another: “this wicked man, the re- 


pository and embodiment of many forms of -soul- 
destroying hatred.” 

. When it comes to Mussolini, Churchill specializes 
in scorn. On one occasion, he spoke of “the base 
Italian dictator”; again, “this whipped jackal, Mus- 
solini” and “Hitler's tattered lackey.” Rarely does 
he dignify Il Duce with such a rotund phrase as “the 
crafty, cold-blooded, black-hearted Italian”; usually, 
he is brushed off with sneering references like “the 
Italian Quisling” ‘and “this absurd impostor.” 

Yes, Churchill does well at the name-calling busi- 
ness, but he has a rival. Joseph Stalin in his ad- 
dress of last Friday proved himself eloquent, too, 
as when he spoke of Hitler's gang as “villains and 


blackguards bereft of all honor and fallen to the. 


level of beasts.” But for an epithet with a hair- 
curling punch, a compact phrase that speaks de- 
nunciatory volumes, there is Stalin’s reference to 
“that cannibal Hitler.” 

Churchill had better replenish his supply of verbal 
carbolic acid, 
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WHEN “PRACTICAL POLITICS” BACKFIRED. 

The appointment of Thomas F. Meaney to the Fed- 
eral bench in New Jersey was an example of what 
is sometimes called “practical politics.” The Presi- 
dent knew, of course that Meaney was Boss Hague’s 
stooge. He also knew the unsavory character of 
the New Jersey political dictator, But Senator 
Smathers of New Jersey--was a loyal administration 
supporter. If Hague got his judgeship, then he would 
deliver the votes for Smathers in November, and 
the presidential leadership would be strengthened. 

The appointment meant a defeat of decent govern- 
ment by partisan politics, but it was a case where 
the end was held to justify the means. What if 
some people did protest? They would probably soon 
forget, and the dividends would be forthcoming at 
the polls Nov. 3, when Boss Hague rolled up a 
majority for Smathers. 

A good many people didn’t forget, however. They 
showed up at the New Jersey polls last Tuesday 
and defeated Senator Smathers by some 85,000 votes. 
The partisan judgeship appointment didn’t help 
Smathers; instead, it led to his undoing. It didn’t help 
the administration, for a Republican will sit in the 
new Congress where a Democrat had sat. The 
end, it turned out, didn’t justify the means; the 
compromise with principle was in vain. 

This ruinous backfire of practical politics ought 
to contain a moral for the administration. y

Gandhi: India Wants to Fight Japan

Note: Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek is 
the best authority in the world on who is 
pro-Japanese and who is anti-Japanese. 
Chiang believes that Mahatma Gandhi is 
anti-Japanese. Chiang is certain that Brit- 
ish concessions now to the Indian National- 
ist movement would help China and help 
win this war. The Chinese Government has 
made vigorous representations to Great 
Britain with a view to a settlement of the 
Indian question. Chiang is pro-Gandhi be- 
cause he knows Gandhi is pro-Chinese. 

While in India this summer, I obtained 
from a Chinese source the following hither- 
to unpublished letter to Chiang, written by 
Gandhi before he launched the present civil 
disobedience movement.—Louis Fischer, 


ECAUSE of the feeling I have toward 
B caine and my earnest desire that our 

two great countries should come closer 
to each other and co-operate to their mu- 
tual advantage, I am anxious to explain to 
you that my appeal to the British power 
to withdraw from India is not meant in any 
shape or form to weaken India’s defense 
against the Japanese or embarrass you in 
your struggle. 

India must not submit to any aggressor 
or-invader and must resist him. I would 
not be guilty of purchasing the freedom of 
my country at the cost of your country’s 
freedom. That problem does not arise be- 
fore me, since I am clear that India cannot 
gain her freedom in this way, and a Japa- 
nese domination of either India or China 
would be equally injurious to the other 
country and to world peace. That domina- 
tion must therefore be prevented, and I 
should like India to play her natural and 
rightful part in this. I feel India cannot 
do so while she is in bondage. 

* * * 


India has been a helpless witness of the 
withdrawals from Malaya, Singapore and 
Burma, We must learn the lesson from 
these tragic events and prevent by all means 
at our disposa] a repetition of what befell 
these unfortunate countries. But unless we 
are free, we can do nothing to prevent it, 
and the same process might well occur 
again, crippling India and China disastrous- 
ly. Ido not want a repetition of this tragic 
tale of woe. 

Our proffered help has repeatedly been 
rejected by the British Government, and 
the recent failure of the Cripps mission 
has left a deep wound. . Out of that an- 
guish has come the cry for immediate with- 
drawal of British power so that India can 
look after herself and help China to the 
best of her ability, 

I have told you of my faith in non-vio- 
lence and of my belief in the effectiveness 
of this method if the whole nation could 
turn to it. The faith in it is as firm as ever. 
But I realize that India today as a whole 
has not that faith and belief, and the gov- 
ernment in Free India would be formed 
from the various elements composing the 
nation. 

Today the whole of India is impotent 
and feels frustrated. The Indian army con- 
sists largely of people who have joined up 
because of economic pressure. They have 
no feeling of a cause to fight for, and in 
no sense are they a national army. 

Those of us who would fight for a cause, 
for India and China, with armed forces or 
with non-violence, cannot, under the foreign 
heel, function as we want to. And yet our 


‘people know for certain that India free 


can play even a decisive part, not only in 
her own behalf, but also in behalf of China 
and world peace. 

Many, like me, feel that it is not proper 
or manly to remain in this helpless state 
and allow events to overwhelm us when a 
way to effective action can be opened to 
us, They feel, therefore, that every possi- 
ble effort should be made to insure inde- 
pendence and that freedom of action which 
is so urgently needed. This is the origin of 
my appeal to the British power to end im- 
mediately the unnatural connection between 
Britain and India. 

Unless we make that effort, there is grave 
danger of public feeling in India going into 
wrong and harmful channels, There is every 
likelihood of subterranean sympathy for 
Japan growing, simply in order to weaken 
and oust British authority in India. This 
feeling may take the place of robust confi- 
dence in our ability never to look to out- 
siders for help in winning our freedom. 

We have to learn self-reliance and develop 
the strength to work out our own salvation. 
This is possible only if we make a deter- 
mined effort to free ourselves from bond- 
age. That freedom has become a present 


among the free nations of the world. 
* * 


To make it perfectly clear that we want 
to prevent in every way Japanese aggres- 
sion, I would personally agree, and I am 
sure the Government of Free India would 
agree, that the Allied powers might, under 
treaty with us, keep their armed forces in 
India and use the country as a base for 
operations against the threatened Japa- 
nese attack, 

Whatever action I may recommend will 
be governed by the consideration that it 
should not injure China or encourage Jap- 
anese aggression in India or China. I am 
trying to enlist world opinion in favor of a 
proposition which to me appears self-proved 
and which must lead to the strengthening 
of India’s and China’s defense, I am also 
educating public opinion in India and con- 
ferring with my colleagues, 

I am straining every nerve to avoid a 
conflict with British authority. But if in 
the winning of freedom, which has become

risk, however great. — 

My heart goes out to the people of China 
in deep sympathy and admiration for their 
heroic struggle and endless sacrifices 
against tremendous odds. I am convinced 
that this heroism and sacrifice cannot be. 

To you, to 
Madame and to the great people of China, 
I send my earnest and sincere wishes for 
your success.

The states may have abdicated 
their functiong in, many respects, 
but they are still able, through in- 
terested officials, to lobby effec- 
tively, as was shown recently by 
the defeat of the Treasury’s pro- 
posal to open the income from 


state and municipal bonds to taxa- 
tion. 


Low Pay a Problem. 


Handicapping the employment 
offices even more than divided con- 
trol is the enormous turn-over in 
their staffs due to low pay. Con- 
gress has provided that the fed- 
eralized employes of the United 
States Employment Service shall 
receive no more pay than state 
workers on comparable jobs. State 
salaries are generally less than 
Federal in the lower classifications, 
‘Because of the freezing of Employ- 
ment Service pay at state levels, 
hundreds of employes have left 
the service go into private in- 
dustry or other Federal agencies. 

The present turn-over in the 
service ig 8 per cent a month, or 
at the rate of nearly 100 per cent 
a year. It is not uncommon for 
an Employment Service clerk on 
receiving a telephoned request for 
a worker in private industry to go 
out and place himself in the job. 
Fifteen out of 23 office managers 
in Indiana have resigned in. the 
last six months to go with private 
employers or with the Government 
in some other capacity. The en- 
tire office force of six persons in 
a small Florida town resigned to 
take the higher pay offered by the 
Office of Defense Transportation 
when it set up an agency in the 
community. 

A CIO officer wrote recently 
that there were 70 vacancies out 
of 260 positions in the central 
placement office of the Employ- 
ment. Service at Detroit. As the 
Post-Dispatch has related, four of 
the top officials of the Employ- 
ment Service in Missouri, includ- 
ing R. B. Deschner, manager of 
the St. Louis office, have resigned 
in recent months. 


The number of employes in the 
1500 full-time and 3000 part-time 
offices of the service ha* been 
maintained at about the pre-war 
level—some 20,000—though the du- 
ties of the service have multiplied. 
Requested appropriations have 
been severely cut. As one result, 
the service has fallen far behind 
on the 40 million occupational 
questionnaires handed over to it 
from the Selective Service System 
for examination and “processing.” 
It has dealt thus far with only 
about 25 per cent of the lot. 


Congress recently granted the 
service an eight-million-dollar de- 
ficiency appropriation (as against 
14 million dollars asked for), 
which will enable it to finish this 
work and, if Congress would per- 
mit, would enable it to stem the 
tide of resignations by paying its 
employes a little more. 


Elaborate Set-Up. 


The Employment Service is part 
of an elaborate wartime organi- 
zation which has at its head Paul 
V. McNutt as chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission. Authority 
stems down from McNutt, through 
a deputy chairman, through an ex- 
ecutive director (Altmeyer), 
through a director of operations 
(Brig. Gen. Frank J. McSherry), 
ot John J. Corson as director of 
the Employment Service and of 
the Bureau of Economic Security. 


So far as the Employment Serv- 
ice is concerned, the arrangement 
is really simpler than it sounds and 
would probably work well enough 
if not complicated by state-Federal 
rivalries. Altmeyer and Gen. Mc- 
Sherry do not always see eye to 
eye, but, according to officials who 
have worked with both men, there 
has been no disagreement between 
them that has affected the work 
of the Employment Service. 


Conflicts have been reported at 
times between the Employment 
Service and the man power branch 
of the Army’s Services of Supply. 
On this point, Director Corson told 
the writer that generally there had 
been first-rate co-operation be- 
tween the Employment Service and 
the Army.

Story of 159-Day Journey to Freedom | 
By the Men Who Wouldn't Surrender 
| Never Knew When to Quit 


Two Army Officers 
Escaped From the 
Philippines After 
Many Adventures 
and Fought Their 
Way 1500 Miles to 
Australia. 


This is the story of two men 
who wouldn’t surrender — Cap- 
tains William L. Osborne of the 
United States Infantry and Da- 
mon Gause, of the Air Corps, 
They fought their way out of 
the Philippines after the fall of 
Bataan, and embarked on a haz- 
ardous 1500 mile journey to Aus- 
tralia, 

The trip took 159 days. Upon 
arrival, both men were decorated . 


with the Distinguished Service 
Cross by General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur.

E have escaped the Japanese. 
We have escaped the hell that 
Was once the peaceful Philip- 
pines. For seven long months— 
since the day Bataan was surren- 
dered, for one of us, and since the 


other—we have been like hunted 


in the shark-infested waters of 
Manila Bay. We have lived for 
days and weeks in the barren, 
rugged, friendless mountains of 
Luzon. We have spent nearly two 
months since Corregidor’s fall in a 
20-foot motor sailer, plowing our 
way through the 3000 miles from 
somewhere in the Philippines to 
Australia, 


We are, we believe, the first 
American officers to escape from 
the Philippines since that tragic 
day when the gallant men of Cor- 
regidor and the Philippines, with 
whom we lived, worked and fought 
for nearly six months, laid down 
their arms. 

We have seen the tattered but 
still proud flag of the United States 
of America torn down from its 
guardian posts over the pitifully 
small garrisons of Bataan, and 
trampled on by the Japanese in- 
vader. We have seen American 
officers and American enlisted men 
reduced to the rank of humble 
slaves by an enemy who fears no 
god and respects no white man. 


On that afternoon of April ninth 
when our troops had fired their 
last shots as free men of a free 
army, we saw arrogant, merciless 
Japanese soldiers bayonetting our 
wounded with the lust of barbari- 
ans turned loose for the first time. 
We saw, that same afternoon, an 
American officer who had courage- 
ously and fearlessly discharged his 
duties—duties as a ieader and a 
soldier through six months of 
heartbreaking setbacks—forced by 
well-fed, grinning Japanese to put 
his nose into a pile of filth, while 
other sneering Japanese prodded 
him on at the point of stiletto-like 
daggers. 


Boat Hounded. 


That is the enemy we eluded, as 
men virtually imprisoned on Luzon 
by geographical barriers and ma- 
terial shortages. And that is the 
enemy which hounded our small 
boat as we crept from island to 
island and from village to village 
on the hazardous, exhausting voy- 
age to Australia. 

Many times during those three 
months on Luzon and during the 
voyage, it seemed certain that our 
desperate chance to gain full free- 
dom would be nipped by the Japa- 
nese. Once one of us was placed 
in a concentration camp on Ba- 
taan, only to break away again 
only a few steps ahead of Japa- 
nese machine-gun bullets. 

When we left the Philippines na- 
tives told us we were absolutely 
crazy that we couldn’t possibly 
safely reach Australia, Sometimes 
during the 3000-mile journey it 
looked like the natives had been 
right, but somehow neither of us 
ever gave up or ever dreamed of 
anything but Australia and free- 
dom—and the chance to hit the 
Jap again on at least fairly equal 
terms.

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slow, dangerous progress into the 
interior of Luzon, we both felt a 
hand far greater than ours guid- 
ing our destiny. We prayed many 
times between the Philippines and 
Australia, as much for the men we 
left behind as for our own safety. 

They weren't audible prayers, but 
they were there just the same. We 
realize now, and perhaps even 
more vividly than we then did, 
how many times we were close to 
our Maker. 


The story we are going to tell— 
sometimes individually because 
many of our most harrowing ex- 
periences happened before we be- 
came fellow escapees, and later to- 
gether during our last days in the 
Philippines—will sound unbeliev- 
able and perhaps a little fantastic 
to the ears of civilized people who 
will find it difficult to comprehend 
the barbaric and inhuman conduct 
of the enemy with whom we are at 
war. But they are true as Bataan 
itself. Our stories are the stories 
the men of Bataan and Corregidor 
will tell when they are free again. 
It igs the simple truth as we have 
known it and have seen it during 
five months of bloody, uncompro- 
mising war and during almost 
seven months as fleeing refugees 
from the hell of Japanese prison 
camps. 


(Here Capt. Gause takes up 
the story.) : 

COMMANDED a machine-gun 

unit in the front line of Ba- 

taan. For four months, in knee- 
deep dust, often without food and 
‘water and always under the con- 
stant barrage of enemy artillery 
and bombs, my unit defended our 
most advanced positions on the 
right peninsula flank. We pumped 
millions of rounds of 30 and 50 
caliber ammunition into wave aft- 
er wave of green-clad Japanese 
troops. 

Taking up our positions on Jan. 
15, we were still holding them on 
the morning that Bataan’s defend- 
ers were forced to give up the 
struggle. Day after day, week aft- 
er week, we fought in sweltering 
jungles—a nerve-wracking, ex- 
hausting battle against massed en- 
emy units. We fought against 
prowling snipers, who infiltrated 
into our Jines under cover of dark- 
ness, and against grenade-carry- 
ing Japanese patrols which we 
often mowed down when they 
were less than 15 feet from our 
trenches. 

The youngsters of the Air Corps, 
uneducated in ground or infantry 


months on Bataan, enduring our 


tactics but brilliant marksmen 


with machine, guns, formed the 
bulk of my unit. Some of them 
were barely 18 years old, Youthful, 
carefree striplings when the war 
began, they were tired, haggard 
veterans the morning they were 
ordered to desert their guns and 
surrender to the overwhelming 
numbers of Japanese who had 
broken through the heart of our 
Bataan defenses, Our machine-gun 
nests were set up in anything and 
everything that provided some 
semblance of camouflage—in hay- 
stacks and even behind the pro- 
tecting coverage of jungle vines. 
We lived in constant fear of sur- 
prise attack by the enemy. Often 
we would find the men holding’ our 
most advanced positions bayonet- 
ted to death when our relieving 
parties arrived in the morning. 


The week from April 1 to April 
8 was the worst I have ever 
known. From sunup to sunset we 
were plastered by bombs and by 
shells, and Jap planes were strafing 
our lines whenever artillery bar- 
rages weren't interfering with 
their aerial operations. Every man 
in the front lines of Bataan during 
those seven days was at his gun 
22 out of 24 hours and the contin- 
uous crash of exploding shells 
made sleep impossible during the 
few hours of rest we had, 


Horse Meat. 


The pummeling the Japs were 
giving us never stopped, My diary 
for April 6 read, “We have been 
under continuous bombardment for 
days. The Japanese are concen- 
trating on the middle of our front. 
News has just come that one regi- 
ment has fallen back, leaving a 
hole about two kilometers wide in 
the center. We understand the 
Japs are pouring through. As yet 
we have received no withdrawal 
orders.” 


On April 7, there was no time 
to write—my company was in ac- 
tion for almost 24 hours without a 
break. My only diary entry that 
day was: “The boys realize no help 
can arrive. in time, but they are 
still ready to make the supreme 
sacrifice.” 


Late that afternoon, with with- 
drawal obviously only a matter of 
hours, I ordered Sergt. Wilmer 
Baker to kill the last horse in our 
sector. It was the first meat we 
had for weeks. In my diary I 
said: “I encourage the men to eat 
all they could hold. There is no 
telling when we will get another 
meal when we start the inevitable 
retreat.” I think that was prob- 
ably the finest meal we ate in all 
the time we were on Bataan —

there was nothing to hold us 
back. 

While we were finishing supper 
the orders I had been ex 
came. Our regiment—the last out- 
fit to withdraw from the right 
flank of the Bataan defenses — 
was ordered to retreat at 8 a. m. 
the next morning, April 8 Our 
directive called for us to fall back 
to an unprepared line at Limay, 
which is about eight miles from 
the tip of the Bataan Peninsula. 
There could possibly be no further 
retreat from that point even if it 
had been strategically possible. 

The Japs were utilizing both bal- 


tinuous check on our positions, 
and the accuracy of the enemy’s 
fire was amazing. Nearly 50 per 


ment had been disabled by can- 
non bombs and strafing. We were 


dive-bombing attacks and there 
wasn’t a second’s let-up for hours 
en end, The Japs were, we knew, 
looking right down our throats, 
but still the men refused to give 
up. They went to their positions 
that last night in the Zomballes 
sector, determined to hold until 
the zero hour for retreat — and 
hold they did! Zomballes was still 
technically in our hands when the 
retreat began next morning. The 
night of April 7, Sergt. Baker and 
I were ordered to~take all com- 
munications equipment to the new 
regimental headquarters below 
Limay, to see that it was properly 
installed and then to return to our 
company. ; 

We left Zomballes almost at mid- 
night. Next morning at the head- 
quarters below Limay we learned 
what had happened during the 
night to our company and to the 
regiment. When zero hour arrived 
and the retreat began, it was dis- 
covered that the Japanese had 
completely outflanked and encir- 
cled our advanced units on three 
sides, leaving only the bay on the 
other. Japanese patrols had pene- 
trated as far as five miles behind 
my regiment during the night. 
There was only one thing to do— 
surrender or fight their way out. 
The regiment fought. 


Meet Japs. 


The desperate dash for freedom 
was led by Capt. Marcus Wohlfield, 
an American-born soldier of Ger- 
man descent, who was every inch 
a scrapper and loved it. For hours 
the pitiful remnants of the regi- 
ment tore through Japanese pa- 
trols, always with Capt. Wohlfield 
leading the way. Casualties were 
tremendous — probably around 50 
per cent—but the Japs paid twice 
as much as we did for every foot 
gained by our forces on the run 
for Limay. Capt. Wohlfield de- 
serves all the credit that any of 
the men came out of it alive. 

Sergt. Baker and I left the new 
regimental headquarters for Limay 
about dawn on the morning of 
April 9. We were astonished at 
what we saw enroute. All our 
forces were in full retreat and 
trucks were jamming the road, 
carrying injured soldiers back to 
the hospitals. 

Baker and I looked at each oth- 
er and decided we would go on. 
Besides, we ‘had a load of food for 
our company which we had prom- 
ised to get through, About a mile 
further on, we came to a one-lane 
bridge. 

A heavy vehicle we didn’t recog- 
nize wag just coming on. We had 
the right of way and gave several 
hefty toots but the vehicle failed 
to halt. We'crashed into each 
other on the bridge and the re- 
bound hurled our light truck back. 
I looked up to see Japanese sol- 
diers with light machine guns 
emerging from the other vehicle, a 
Japanese armored car. They swung 
their guns around on us and 
opened fire.

in many cases where the Army can 
give orders.” 

If bureaucratic rivalries exist 
within the Federal structure top- 
ping the Amployment Service, they 
appear to have been of negligible 
effect on the work of the service.

a unified top command which 
would bring together the Selective 
service and the man power pro- 
grams and assign the Employment 
Service a clearly defined role in 
the placement of workers in essen- 
tial war industries.

In what appears to be a German 
Guadalajara, Field Marshal Rom- 
mel already has lost by death or 
capture some of his ablest gen- 
erals and at least 25,000 seasoned 
troops, and the United Nations’ 
drive appears to be still gaining 
momentum. 

By the twelfth day of the two- 
week-old battle of Egypt, which 
may prove to be one of the turn- 
ing points of the war, Rommel 
had lost more than half of his 
tanks and at least half of his 
planes. His surviving forces are 
fleeing in disorderly retreat with- 
out proper communications or sup- 
ply services, They are being in- 
creasingly hard-pressed by well or- 
ganized and well directed United 
Nations land, air and sea forces 
which apparently for more than 
five weeks have prevented Rom- 
mel from getting badly needed oil 
and other supplies and which 
should make it difficult for the re- 
inforcements being hastily sum- 
moned from Russia to cross the 
Mediterranean in time to help him 
retrieve hig position. 


Threat to Flanks. 

Even if Rommel should succeed 
in reforming his lines in the near 
future he cannot be sure that those 
United Nations forces which Axis 
propaganda for many days has re- 
ported to be forming south of Lake 
Chad and at other strategic posi- 
tions in western and central Africa 
as well as at Gibraltar will not as- 
sail his flanks while he is trying 
to fend off the advancing armies 
in Egypt so ably directed by 
British Gens, Alexander and Mont- 
gomery. 

The writer has a very strong 
hunch that the attack in Egypt is 
but one phase of a far more com- 
prehensive offensive which may 
succeed in expelling the Axis from 
Africa and opening the Mediter- 
ranean to United Nations convoys 
and naval operations without the 
costly harrassment to which they 
have. been subjected, 

Such an achievement would ex- 
pose Italy, by far the weakest spot 
in the Axis, to more devastating 
attack than thus fap has been pos- 
sible. It would increase by a very 
large degree the usefulness of ship- 
ping at the service of the United 
Nations by materially shortening 
the delivery routes to the middle 
East, Russia, India, Australia and 
other vital fronts. 

Statements by two members of 
the British government, Home 
Minister Herbert Morrison and 
Lord Privy Seal Sir Stafford 
Cripps, and numerous other de- 
velopments last week supported 
this view of possible developments, 


Axis Apprehensions, 

Additional confirmation was of- 
fered in statements by Axis leaders 
and agencies. The growing im- 
portance of Africa in the war was 
stressed in connection with Prime 
Minister Smuts’ ominous declara- 
tion that “more and more Africa 
is emerging as the dominant fea- 
ture of our strategy on which the 
future outcome of the war will 
largely depend.” 

Vichy’s apprehension regarding 
the security of Dakar has been dis- 
cussed, but Casablanca and other 
Axis positions in Africa are equal- 
ly menaced by the steady strength- 
ening of United Nations positions 
at various African points, 

Rear. Admiral Luetzow of the 
German naval staff last week 
said: “Casablanca, on French Mo- 
rocco’s west coast, is a danger spot 
far overshadowing Dakar. Africa 
swarms, with United States agents 
whose gaze turns to Casablanca.” 

Reports from La Linea, Spain, 
which is the Axis lookout for de- 
velopments in nearby Gibraltar, 
sent shivers down the spines of 
the Axis leaders with the tidings 
that “one battleship, three air- 
craft carriers, six cruisers, 34 
destroyers, 22 corvettes, a moni- 
tor, 35 torpedo boats, 22 mine- 
sweepers and about 25 auxiliary 
ships” were concentrated in the 
shadow of Britain’s famed rock 
guarding the entrance to the Medi- 
terranean. 

Tanks and transports were said 
to be loading and unloading war 
material. The Gibraltar air field 
was said to be jammed with 
fighter planes, and large bombers, 
including Flying Fortresses, were 
said to be constantly arriving and 
departing. 
Hitler’s puppets at Vichy shiv- 
ered as they contemplated the 
prospect of increased native un- 
rest in their insecurely-held Afri- 
can territories. The Bey of Tunis 
demanded from Vichy a larger de- 
gree of autonomy. If the British 
forces push into Italian Libya from 
Egypt and from Equatorial Africa 
the Bey’s demands may increase, 
Vatican Pressure on Spain. 

On Oct: 31 the exceptionally well- 
informed London correspondent of 
the Chicago Daily News and St.

The Axis’ justly famed Afrika Korps has been driven by 
superior British generalship, forces and equipment from positions 
which Hitler confidently believed would presently give him command 
of the priceless strategical positions and oil of the Middle Hast,

the Axis hopes of using Spain to 
resist United Nations efforts to 
acquire of northern and 
western Africa would be frustrated 
to our very great advantage. The 
same correspondent said that the 
President of Portugal at long last 
has become convinced of the cere 
tainty of ultimate United Nations 
victory, and that the “attitudes of 
Spain and Portugal invariably re- 
act on each other.” 

The correspondent said, on the 
basis of “absolutely reliable in- 
formation,” Pope Pius XII re 
vealed to Myron Taylor, President 
Roosevelt’s personal emissary to 
the Vatican, his Holiness’ convic- 
tion that “the total military de- 
feat of the Axis powers is an es 
sential preliminary to the restora- 
tion of world peace.” Taylor got 
the impression from the Pope that 
Italy could be drawn out of the 
war if offered “notably better 
treatment than that contemplated 
for the Germans.” 


Heavy Blows for Italy. 

Italy’s heart never was in the 
war, and from the beginning Italy 
has been treated by Hitler as a 
minor province of the greater 
Reich. Several weeks ago Hitler’s 
notorious police chief, Heinrich 
Himmler, made a tour of Italian 
cities, presumably for the purpose 
of tightening the Gestapo’s grip on 
a wavering ally. 

Since then Milan, Genoa and 
other Italian cities have been sub- 
jected to severe British bombing, 
which obviously can be intensified 
as a result of the recent improve- 
ments in the United Nations posi- 
tion. Six isolated Italian divisions 
numbering 60,000 or more men 
seemed destined to fall into Brit- 
ish hands in Egypt as the Ger- 
mans outdistanced the Italians in 
the retreat, Ten days earlier Ital- 
lans had cried, “We want peace,” 
to the king and queen of Italy as 
‘they visited bombed Genoa, 

Our successes in Egypt and our 
increasingly bright prospects in 
other parts of Africa and the Med-. 
iterranean are already having im- 
portant reprecussions in other 
quarters than Italy, Spain, Por- 
tugal and Vichy France, 


Relief for Russia. 
Russia is getting really worth- 
while relief. Forceful English- 
American air attacks on German 
positions in western Europe, Italy, 
and axis shipping in the Mediter- 
ranean previously had eased the 
Axis air attacks on Russia by com- 
pelling the transfer to the west 
and the Mediterranean of a con- 
siderable number of Axis planes, 
As Rommel’s position becomes 
more desperate, Ankara and other 
lookout posts report the trans- 
fer by train and transport plane 
of additional Axis troops from 
the Russian front to Greece, 
whence it is hoped to get them 
to Africa. Our air and naval su- 
periority should make the last 
stage of the journey to Africa 
highly difficult; but in any event 


relief, which they may choose to 
exploit by one of their character- 
istic counteroffensives. 


The demonstration that the 
British have some highly capable 
generals and that British troops 
(more than half of the forces en- 
gaged in the Egyptian operations 
are from the United Kingdom) 
fight effectively when adequately 
equipped and ably led is bound 
to have a very beneficial effect 
upon Russian morale and, it is 
to be hoped, on English-Russian 
relations, which have been far 
from good in recent months be- 
cause of Russian dissatisfaction 
over the presumed slowness of the 
British in opening the much-de- 
sired second front. 

Reasons for Delay. 

Readers will hardly need to be 
reminded that the delay in open- 
ing the second front was not due, 
as was suspected in some Russian 
and other quarters, to English- 
American reluctance to aid Russia 
but to inability to make the same 
soldier and the same tank fight 
simultaneously in Egypt and some- 
where in Western Europe, or to 
the inability to use in Egypt 
against the Axis a plane or a tank

|GALVANIZED WARE OUTPUT 


~ CUT TO SAVE METAL FOR WAR 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
To.save metals for war, the gov- 
ernment today reduced the produc- 
tion of garbage cans and elimi- 
nated altogether many similar 
types of galvanized ware. 

Effective next Thursday, no 
more metal watering pots, radiator 
filling cans, footbaths, measuring 
cans, dippers, ‘ashcans, coal 
scuttles and similar articles may 
be made except on military orders. 
A list of 150 sizes and kinds of 
galvanized ware will be reduced 
gradually to six articles of a few 
sizes, saving 44,000 tons of steel 
and more than 10,000 tons of zinc. 
Still to be made, but in reduced 
numbers and sizes, will be gar- 
bage pans and pails, wash boilers, 
fire shovels, pails and washtubs. 


1,600,000 may be made next year, 
No figure was available for past 
production. 


RADIO STATIONS ORDERED 
TO CUT POWER SLIGHTLY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
The Federal’ Communications Com- 
mission, acting to conserve broad- 
cast equipment, ordered radio 
broadcast stations today to re- 
duce their power by one decibel, 
an amount so small it said radio 
listeners wouldn’t know the. ait-|> 
ference, 

At the same time, the commis- 
sion revised its rules to permit 
radio stations to operate as little 
as one-third .of their authorized 
broadcast time. Recently the fre-

tion. 
Young Teach the Old. 

Most of my life has been spent 
in contact with young men and, 
though I would not admit it to 
them at the time, I have learned 
a:great deal more from them 
than they ever learned from me. 
I have had most of my thinking 
stimulated by questions being put 
to'me which I could not answer, 
and I have had a great many of 
my preconceived conceptions abso- 
lutely destroyed by men who had 
not given half the study to the 
subject that I myself had given. 

The fact of the matter is that 
almost every profession is: pushed 
forward by the men who do not 
belong to it and know nothing 
about it, because they ask the 
ignorant questions which it would 
not occur to the professional man 
to ask at all; he supposes that they 
have been answered, whereas it 
may be that most of them had not 
been answered at all.. 

The naivete of the point of view, 
the whole approach of the mind 
that has had nothing to do with 
the question, creates an entirely 
different atmosphere. There is 
many a question asked you about 
the Navy which seems to you s0 
simple-minded when you hear it 
that you laugh, and then you find 
you cannot answer it. It never oc- 
curred to you that anybody could 
ask that question before, it is so 
simple. 

Hunting for Answers. 

Now, the point that is constantly 
in my mind, gentlemen, is this: 

This is an unprecedented war 
ang, therefore, it is a war in one 
sense for amateurs. Nobody ever 
before conducted a war like this 
and therefore nobody can pretend 
to be a professional in a war like 
this. Here are two great navies, 
not to speak of others associated 
with us, our own and the British, 
outnumbering by a very great mar- 
gin the navy to which we are op- 
posed, and yet casting about for a 
way in which to use our superiority 
and our strength, because of the 
novelty of the instruments used, be- 
cause of the unprecedented char- 
acter of the war, because, as I said 
just now, nobody ever before 
fought a war like this, in the way 
that this is being fought at sea— 
or on land either for that matter. 

The experienced soldier—experi- 
enced in previous wars—is a back 
number so far as his experience 
is concerned; not so far as his in- 
telligence is-concerned. His expe- 
rience does-not count, because he 
never fought a war as this is being 
fought, and therefore he is an ama- 
teur along with the rest of us. 


Now, somebody has got to think 
this war out’, Somebody has got 
to think out the way not only to 
fight the submarine, but to do 
are doing. 

We are hunting hornets all over 
something different from what we 
the farm and letting the nest 
alone. None of us knows how to 
go to the nest and crush it, and 
yet I despair of hunting for hor- 
nets all over the sea when I know 
where the nest is and know that 
the nest is breeding hornets as 
fast as I can find them. 

I am ‘willing, for my part, and 
I know you are willing because I 
know the stuff you are made of— 
I am willing to sacrifice half the 
navy Great Britain and we to- 
gether have to crush that nest, be- 
cause if we crush it, the war is 
won. 

I have come here to say that I 
do not care where it comes from, 
I do not care whether it comes 
from the youngest officer or the 
oldest, but I want the officers of 
this Navy to have the distinction 
of saying how this war is going to 


not expect the Admirals to tell us 
what:to do, but I am saying that 
I want the youngest and most 
modest youngster in the service to 
tellus ‘what we ought to do if he 
knows what it is. 

I am willing to make any sacri- 
fice for that. I mean any sacrifice 
of time or anything else. I am 
ready to put myself at the disposal 
of any officer in the Navy who 
thinks he knows how to run this 
war, I will not undertake to tell 
you whether he does or not, be- 
cause I know I cannot, but I will 
undertake to put him in commu- 
nication with those who can find 
out whether his idea will work or 
not. I have the authority to do 
that and I will do it with the 
greatest pleasure. 

“Comrades in This Thing.” 

‘The idea that is in my mind all 
the time is that we are comrades 
in this thing. 

I was talking the other day with 
some commercial men about cer- 
tain questions which seemed to 
affect their material interest in 
this war, and I said, “I can’t im- 
agine a man thinking about those 
things. If we don’t win this war, 
your material interest won’t make 
any difference. The prices you are 
charging are a matter of indiffer- 
ence with regard to the results of 
this war because if we don’t win 
it, you will not have the chance to 
charge any prices, and I can't 
imagine a man in the present cir- 
cumstances of the world sitting 
down and thinking about his own 
interest or the interest of anybody 
personally associated with him as 
compared with the interest of the 
world.” 


I cannot say it too often to any 
audience, we are fighting a thing, 
not a people. The most extraor- 
dinary circumstance of modern 
history is the way in which the Ger- 
man people have been subordi- 
nated tothe German system of au- 
thority, and how they have ac- 
cepted their thinking from author- 
ity as well as their action from 
authority. 

Now, we do not intend to let 
that method of action and of 
thinking be imposed upon the rest 
of the world. Knowing as some 
of us do the fine quality of the 
German people, we are sorry that 
it was ever imposed upon them 
and we are anxious to see that 
they have their glad emancipation, 
but we intend to see to it that no 
other people suffers a like limita- 
tion and’ subordination, 


Why We Went to War. 


We went into this war because 
this system touched us. These 
people that stopped at nothing paid 
no attention to our rights, de- 
stroyed the lives of our people, in- 
vaded.the dignity of our sover- 
eignty, tried to make interest 
against us in the minds of our own 
people, and the thing was intoler- 
able. We had to strike, but thank 
God we were striking not only for 
ourselves. but. for everybody else 
that loves liberty under God’s 
heaven, and therefore we are in 
some peculiar sense the trustees of 
liberty. 


I wish that I could think and 
had the brains to think in the 
terms of marine warfare, because 
I would feel then that I was fig- 
uring out the future history of the 
political freedom of mankind. 

I do not see how any man can 
look at the flag of the United 
States and fail having his mind 
crowded with reminiscences of 
the number of unselfish men, seek- 
ing no object of their own, the ad- 
vantage of no dynasty, the advan- 
tage of no group of privileged peo- 
ple, but the advantage of his fel- 
low men, who had died under the 
folds of that beautiful emblem. I 
wonder if men who do die under it 
realize the distinction they have. 
There is no comparison between 
dying in your bed in quiet times 
for nothing in particular and dy- 
ing under that emblem of the 
might and destiny and pride of a 
great free people, 

There is distinction in the privi-

Every time we have suggested 
anything to the British Admiralty 
the reply has come back that vir- 
tually .amounted to. this, that. it 
had never been done that way, and 
I felt like saying, “Well, nothing 
was ever done so systematically 
as nothing is being done now. 
Therefore, I should like to see 
something unusual happen, some- 
thing that was never done be- 
fore; and inasmuch as the things 
that are being done to you were 
never done before, don’t you think 
it is worth while to try some- 
thing that was never. done. before 
against those who are doing them 
to you?” 

‘There is no other way to win, 
and the whole principle of this 
war is the kind of thing that 
ought to hearten and stimulate 
America. America has - always 
boasted that she could find men to 
do anything. She is the prize 
amateur nation of the world. Ger- 
many is the prize professional na- 
tion of the world. Now, when it 
comes to doing new things and do- 
ing them well, I will back the 
amateur against the professional 
every time, because the profession- 
al does it out of the book and the 
amateur does it with his eyes open 
upon a new world and with a new 
set of circumstances. He knows 
so little about it that he is fool 
enough to try the right, thing. 

Leave Out Word “Prudent.” 

The men that do not know the 
danger are the rashest. men, and 
I have several times ventured to 
make this suggestion to the men 
about me in both arms of the serv- 
$06: , 

Please leave out of your vocab- 
ulary altogether the word “pru- 
dent.” Do not stop to think about 
what is prudent for a moment. Do 
the thing that is audacious to the 
utmost point of risk and daring, 
because that is exactly the thing 
that the other side does not under- 
stand, and you will win by the 
audacity .of method when you can- 
not win by circumspection and 
prudence, 

I think that there are willing 
ears to hear this in the American 
Navy and the American Army be- 
cause that is the kind of folks we 
are. We get tired of the old ways 
and covet the new ones. 

So, Bentlemen, besides coming 
down here to give you my personal 
greeting and to say how absolutely 
I rely on you and believe in you, 
I have come down here to say 
also that I depend on you, depend 
on you for brains as well as train- 
ing and courage and discipline. 
You are doing your job admirably, 
the job that you have been taught 
to do; now let us do something 
that we were never taught to do 
jand do it just as well as we are 
doing the older and more’ habitual 
things, and do not let anybody ever 
put one thought of discouragement 
into your minds, 

I do not know what is the mat- 
ter with the newspapers of the 
United States! I suppose they have 
to vary the tune from time to 
time just to relieve their minds, 
but every now and then a wave 
of the most absurd discouragement 
and pessimism goes through the 
country and-.we hear nothing ex- 
cept of the unusual advantages 
and.equipment and sagacity. and 
preparation and all the other won- 
derful things of the German Army 
and: Navy. 

Comment Is “Rats!” 

My comment is always the very 
familiar comment, “Rats!” They 
are working under infinite disad- 
vantages. They not only have no 
more brains than we have, but 
they have a different and less 
serviceable kind of brains than 
we have, if we will use the 
brains we have got. 

I am not discouraged for a mo- 
ment, cularly because we 
have not even begun, and, without 
saying anything in disparagement 
of those with whom we are asso- 
ciated in the war, I do expect 
things to begin when we begin. 
If they do not, American history 
will have changed its course; the 
American Army and Navy will have 
changed their character. There 
will have to come a new tradition 
into a service.which does not do 
new and audacious and successful 
thirigs.

He Says, Urging Aid in 


Correcting 


Errors. - 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 7 (AP).— 
Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Minne- 
sota, mentioned as a presidential 
possibility in 1944, tonight remind- 
ed fellow. Kepublicans in a nation- 
wide broadcast. over NBC that “it 
is tremendously more important 
that the war be won decisively 
and speedily than it is that our 
Republican party win in 1944.” 

The Minnesota governor, elected 
to his third term last Tuesday, 
is chairman of the National Coun- 
cil of State Governments. In his 
prepared address, he pointed to 
gains made by Republicans in 
Tuesday's election and then ad- 
monished party members not to 
boast of their gains’ but to join 
with others in unrelenting prose- 
cution of the war. 

The 35-year-old executive said 
that mistakes of the national ad- 
ministration must be exposed but 
“not on the basis“ of making po- 
litical capital out of them, but 
rather on the basis that will best 
contribute to the correction of the 
mistakes for the sake of the coun- 
try.” 

“Support Commander In Chief.” 

“We must support as a united 
people the duly elected Commander 
in Chief through these critical 
days,” Stassen emphasized. He 
outlined contributions the Repub- 
lican party could make to the ef- 
fective prosecution of the war. 
He ‘saiti he believed the people 
should receive a more frank and 
full report of the facts of the war 
and that “the only way to have a 
free people fight a total war, with 
full effectiveness, is to keep them 
thoroughly informed.” 

“We recognize, of course, the 


censorship of news that would be 
of value to the enemy is. essen- 
tial.. But it is important that the 
censorship should not be used to 
keep from the people mistakes or 
failures-or defeats to protect the 
administration from the. people 
rather than information from the 
enemy.” 

The governor voiced belief that 
the second point of major contri- 
bution might well be the improve- 
ment of the effective management 
of the Government in the war.” 


Some Recommendations. 


“We must have clear-cut lines 
of command, definite delineations 
of authority, and singleness of 
executive direction,” he said. 
“There are basic principles in ad- 
ministration. One of the most im- 
portant is that to get a job done, 
put one man in charge of it, give 
him authority and responsibility, 
and back him up.” 


Recommendation was made -by 
Stassen that the entire man-power 
problem be placed under admin- 
istration of a single head and that 
the man-power director should 
have authority not only over 
man-power itself, but over the 
closely related phases of defense 
housing, day care of children, 
worker training and the transpor- 
tation of workers to new jobs. 


Stassen paid high tribute to 
Wendell Willkie and to the many 
Republican leaders who have 
shown what he termed “construc- 
tive attitude” by their announced 
intention of showing full support 
behind the President of the United 
States in all measures to win the 
war,

Appropriations, 17 Democrats to 
7 Republicans; Banking’ and Cur- 
rency, 14 to 6; Finance, 14 to 7; 
Foreign Relations, 16 to 7; : Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, 14 
to 7; Military Affairs, 12 to 6; 
Naval Affairs, 12 to 5; Judiciary, 
12 to 6, 

The Republicans will get one .to 
three additional members on most 
of these committees. . When it is 
remembered that the Senate Demo- 
crats include such conservatives as 
George of Georgia, Gerry of Rhode 
Island, Glass and Byrd of Virginia, 
Tydings of Maryland, Bailey of 
North Carolina, Smith of South 
Carolina and Connally of Texas, 
it is easy to see how the Repub- 
licans could at times. arrange ef- 
fective coalitions against the White 
House in committees and on the 
floor. 

Foreign Relations Committee, 

The forthcoming reorganization 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee could have far-reaching conse- 
quences if the war ends before 
1945.. The fight against the League 
of Nations in 1919 and 1920 was 
directed by the Republican mem- 
bers of this committee. The pres- 
ent Republican members are John- 
son of California, Capper of Kan- 
sas, Vandenberg of Michigan, 
White of Maine, Shipstead of 
Minnesota and Nye of North Da- 
kota. LaFollette of Wisconsin, 
Progressive, is: formally aligned 
with this group. If Republicans 
with views similar to these men 
are named to the committee next 
January, the Roosevelt foreign 
policies will receive the minutest 
scrutiny. .

Little Time for Politics.

That, to Truman, was merely rou- 
tine, a fundamental] theorem.in the 
plane geometry of politics as 
played the country over. 

He has the look still of a small- 
town man. There is about him 
none of ‘the strutting vanity that 
so many senatorial egotists ac- 
quire. He is a warm, friendly hu- 
man being who still likes to sit 
down at the piano and play. a 
Brahms waltz or a Jerome Kern 
tune, 

But there: is so little time. Most 
nights he carries home committee 
memoranda. If it isn’t commit- 
tee memoranda, it may be a fat 
book on the Civil War. Even in 
the midst of helping. to run the 
biggest war in history, the Senator 
finds a little time to keep up with 
the wars of the past.

Widespread Dissatisfaction. 


The diverse popular attitudes 
and the practical political coridi- 
tions which caused the Republican 
sweep are clear enough to all now. 
There is not space here to present 
anything like a complete list. Here 
are some of those which are out- 
standing: 

Dissatisfaction with the halting 
confused, way in which the admin- 
istration had organized the war 
effort on the homefront; the ad- 
ministration’s policy of “politics as 
usual” as evidenced by such things 
as the Meaney and Hannegan ap- 
pointments; the offense given to 
the mothers and fathers of sons in 
the armed services by the exhorta- 
tions of Mrs. Roosevelt and others 
in the East for the country to 
“wake up to the war”; the ill- 
starred primary purge of : »-called 
pre-Pearl Harbor  isolationists 
which necessarily also impugned 
the patriotism of millions of citi- 
zens; the conflicting orders on the 
rationing programs; the concentra- 
tion of war industries in a rela- 
tively few centers which left many 
previously prosperous communities 
in declining circumstances; the air 
marker hoax as contrasted with 
operations of the censorship which 
did not tell the people as much 
about the war as some of them 
thought they had a right to know. 


Still other factors were the wide- 
spread disaffection among the Ne- 
groes who saw that the armed serv- 
ices and places in war industry 
were opened to them only grudg- 


of many persons that organized 
labor was not being required to 
bear its share of the war's sacri- 
fices; the highly personal way in 
which the President made many 
major choices for the administra- 
tion of the war; the belief of not a 
few persons that 1942 would be 
their best if not their only oppor-

Political Conditions. 


To these attitudes, some of them 
at least unfairly’ based, need to 
be added political conditions which 
in. themselves were certain to cost 
the administration a vast number 
of votes. The armed forces took 
young men and thus hurt the 
Democrats more than the Republi- 
cans since the New Deal strength 
had been in the younger voters. 
War: industry migration’ cost the 
administration hundreds of thous- 
ands of votes. The great increase 
in the number of Federal employes 
and the Hatch Act took still others 
out of political affairs. Meantime, 
throughout the spring and sum- 
mer primaries the Republican posi- 
tion was improving in state after 
state, a circumstance which was 
due in no small part to the fact 
that Missouri, Illinois and a num- 
ber of other states, which voted 
for Roosevelt in 1940, also elected 
Republican Governors to take the 
place of Democrats in that year.

—Program, Under St. Louis County O. C. D., to Be Continued Through Winter 


Season.

HEN spring comes to St. 
Louis County and farmers 
have a critical need for 
hands, high school students who 
are dedicating these autumn 
week ends to familiarizing them- 
selves with farm chores may be 
able to relieve the _ situation. 
Boys and girls of high school 
age, who may have a vague idea 
that chickens lay eggs and cows 
give milk, but have no exact 
knowledge of farming, are now 
learning what it takes in time 
and materials to raise livestock, 
and the endless labor involved 
in producing crops. To a gener- 
ation that senses the changes in 
seasons by the type of sports at 
school, the imperativeness of get- 
ting feed corn in before Thanks- 
giving is being forcibly brought 
home. 
Training high school students 
to do farm work is part of a 
land program under the St. Louis 
County Defense Council, through 
the Natural Resource and Agri- 
culture of the War - Service 
Branch of the United States Citi- 
zens’ Service Corps. Paypl M. 
Bernard, St. Louis County Farm 
Agent, and Mrs. Boyle O. Rodes, 
are chairman and vice-chairman, 
respectively, of the corps. Mrs. 
Rodes, who is conducting the 
first experiment under this plan, 
says “Children want to do some- 
thing in the war effort. It is up 
to adults to direct their efforts.” 
‘College students have volun- 
teered to harvest crops in other 
sections of the country—pota- 
toes in New England and in New 


| York State and apples in the vast 


orchards of Washington and Ore- 
gon—but the experiments have 
not been outstandingly success- 
ful. How could a  city-bred 
youth be expected to gather ap- 
ples from trees without break- 
ing the branches or bruising the 
fruit? 

Training Period. 

F students are given a chance 
| to learn the essentials of farm- 

ing before taking part in 
actual farm work, they will avoid 
the mistakes made by volunteer 
farm battalions. Mr. Bernard 
says “The big objection to the 
use of high schoo] students on 
farms is their lack of experi- 
ence.” The first group to dem- 
onstrate how that difficulty can 
be overcome is made up of high 
school age children from John 
Burroughs School and Senior 
Service Girl Scouts who are 
working under the direction of 
Mrs. Rodes, learning not abstract 
principals but how to use a hoe, 
rake, pruning shears and other 
homely implements. 

About 50 students have signed 
for training. Not all are allowed 
to participate every Saturday 
and Sunday because the instruc- 
tion ig of such an individual na- 
ture. The novices receive their 
introduction to the soil on the 
property of Mr. and Mrs. Rodes, 
Upper Ladue road. They find 
out what work is involved in 
cleaning a chicken house and 
pruning small fruits to prepare 
them for winter. The intricacies 
of cultivation are demonstrated 
with the children doing the work 
—hoeing and hauling. manure, 
The workers arrive-at 10 o'clock 


Saturday morning, carrying their 
lunch boxes, and spend the day. 

From the varied ‘chores on 
the Rodes property, students who 
have proved their aptitude prog- 
ress to the farm of Herbert 
W. Albrecht at Chesterfield, 
Mo., where they have a 
hand in large scale farming op- 
erations. Nine girls worked all 
last Sunday afternoon, shucking 
corn. In. three hours, three 
shocks were finished, the corn 
piled on the ground, protected 
by bundles of shucks, to be gath- 
ered the following day by the 
farmer with his wagon. 


Shucking Corn.

T aiscouragea any one of the 

girls, whose brief experience 
with farming hadn’t prepared 
them, for the sight of that roll- 
ing field with, a triple row of 
shocks on the crest and 18 or 
more in the valley by a willow- 
bordered stream. The afternoon 
was clear and faintly crisp. The 
rains of the preceding day had 
given impetus to the tender 
wheat which had sprung an inch 
or two more out of the ground, a 
gentle reminder to anyone even 
slightly versed in farm lore, that 
the corn must be gotten in soon 


to make way for next year’s 


wheat crop..They began to work, 
pulling an arm load of dried 
corn stalks from the shock, plac- 
ing it on the ground and tearing 
the shucks from the dried ear. 
The mound of corn grew stead- 
ily as did the bundles of 
stalks. Each co shock rep- 
resented a section of the field 
contained in a square 16 hills 
wide—256 stalks of corn. Occa- 
sionally a stalk bears two ears. 
A skilled cornshucker can shuck 
that unit of corn in a little more 
than -an hour, if he doesn’t use 
the bundle system but restacks 
the fodder in a shock for further 
weathering. Tied bundles are 
preferred when the field is plant- 
ed with winter wheat and all 
trace of the corn crop must be 
removed as quickly as possible, 
The shucks are hauled into the 
barn and fed to cattle. The 
tough portions, the stalks, are 
ground for fodder. 


There was very little talk 
among the workers that after- 
noon, Occasionally one of them 
would hold up for inspection a 
particularly big ear or make a 
comment on some of the small 
freakish ones.

Ted Richmond and his Wilder- 
ness Library are known wherever 
there are earnest soulg who Care. 
For 11 years the man has stood at 
the door of his log .cabin library 
handing out books to the mountain 
people who have come over Twi- 
light Trail, on foot and muleback, 
asking for them. He has known 
want and many a time there has 
been nothing but the milk of his 
goats to satisfy his hunger, but 
he carries on. He is happy in his 
solitude because he serves. His 
Wilderness Library is his dream 
come true, 

James Theodore Richmond's 
dream through the years was that 
the mountains would be his final 
home and service to the mountain 
people the crowning of his career. 
His own people were pioneers. 
His grandparents came to Mis- 
souri in covered wagons, His par- 
ents (his father was a doctor) 
made their start in a sod house 
between the lands of the Ogalallas 
and the Brules in Nebraska. There 
he was born. He grew up at Fort 


Madison, Ia., and was educated for ' 


professional life. He taught school 
a few years and worked as a news- 
paper man and magazine writer. 
He was in the field artillery in 
World War I and was one of the 
founders and a staff member of 
the overseas weekly, “Qu’est Ce 
Que Cest?” and helped found in 
the University of Toulouse an 
American library to foster friendly 
relations between the United States 
and France. 

Back from the war, Richmond 
again engaged in newspaper~and 
magazine work, but he wasn’t sat- 
isfied. He was writing radio plays 
at Little Rock when he decided to 
chuck it all. He was 41 years old 
then. If he was going into the 
mountains, to serve the people 
there, it was time for him to be- 


From Wilburn Moore, land agent 
at Jasper, he learned that there 
still was land on Sherman Moun- 
tain, seven or eight miles out. of 
Jasper, that could be homesteaded. 
With no clothing except what he 
had on, with a frying pan, knife, 
fork and spoon and a nickel] in 
his pocket, he landed in Jasper, 
inguired the way to the homestead 
lands, caught a ride up Mount, 
Sherman with Uncle Charlie Spen- 
cer who was driving a wagon that 
way, and came on a Sunday fore- 
noon to Mount Sherman school 
house, close to the peak. 

“The homestead lands lie over 
that away,” said Uncle Charlie 
waving an arm widely in the di- 
rection of Big Buffalo River, down

between its limestone and granite 
walls. 

Richmond plunged into the wil- 
derness and clambered down the 
wall of tumbled rock to the shelf 
that lay between the upper and 
lower cliffs. He came down there 
to the house of Harve Raney and 
found Harve and his boy Jeff play- 
ing chéckers on the porch. They 
spoke their howdys and Richmond 
told what had brought him there. 
He was invited to stop for dinner. 
Afterward Raney went with him 
to look at the homestead lands.

HEY came to an outlook and 
Richmond, as he viewed the 
scene, said slowly: “I think this 
is the wilderness that I have been 
looking for, but I want to be sure.” 

He plunged into the wilderness 
alone and came to York Spring 


and camped there two weeks, all: 


but fasting, sleeping under 
shelving rock. There he wrestled 
with ‘the temptation to turn back 
to ways of ease and came off vic- 
tor. “Get thee behind me, Sa- 
tan,” he said. 

He filed for 160 acres of wooded 


‘slopes with rocky soil, Hugh 


Raney helped him build a lean-to. 
He toiled at cutting logs and. with 
a borrowed mule dragged them to 
the spot he had chosen for his 
home. On an-appointed day the 
far-flung neighbors came and 
there was a house-raising, with the 
women preparing a chicken din- 
ner, for they were glad to have a 
new homesteader among them, At 
the end of the day there was a 
one-room cabin, 10 by 20 feet, with 
an attic and a lean-to. Ted Rich- 
m@gnd was happy in his new home 
and grateful for the new friends 
that he had found, | 

Even before the house-raising 
Richmond Kad decided what his 
service to the mountain people 
would be. He had sent for his 
few books and his portable type- 
writer. Some who came to his 
lean-to shack handled his books 
with a sort of reverence and asked 
to borrow them. He was happy to 
loan them. The library was born 
in a cave. With a lantern which 
he bed borrowed from Raney, 
explored Corckscrew 
Cave. It was so still in there 
that he stayed all night, taking 
stock of his life and trying to de- 
cide what he could do for the 
people among whom he had cast 
his lot. He had in hig pocket a 
New Testament which his mother 
had given him when he went away 
to war. By the. light of the lan- 
tern he read it, seeking guidance. 
Out of his reading came his de- 
cision. “On this book I: will build 
a library,” he said, “and Wilder- 
ness Library will be its name.” 

On the wall of the cave he 


scratched the words, 
Library,” and viewed the work of 
his hands and called it good. 

He was akindle with the thought 
of it as he came from the cave 
and met Hugh Raney, coming to 
look for him. “I’ve started the 
Wilderness Library,” he _ cried, 
“and this is the first bodk.” He 
held out the little New Testament. 

“Fine,” said Hugh. “When you 
get more books I'll make shelves 
for them,” 3 

The next time Richmond went 
to Jasper he told Jay Milam about 
it. Milam is the one-man staff 
of the Jasper Informer. He con- 
tributed half a dozen books that 
had been gathering dust in his 
shop and put a piece in the paper. 
Persons who read the’ piece 
brought in a few books. The Wil- 
derness Library was launched. At 
first it was housed in a hollow 
tree, which came to be called the 
Library Tree. Richmond placed 
the books there and passed the 
word around. Anyone who wanted 
a book went to the hollow tree 
and got it, whether Richmond was 
around or not, and after reading 
it brought it back and. took an- 
other. Later Hugh Raney put up 
a shelf at his house and the books 
were kept there until after the 
house-raising. 

By that. time there had been 
pieces in other papers and more 
books were brought in. The in- 
flow increased and every once in 
a while Richmond would throw a 
‘gunny sack over his shoulder and 
go to the postoffice, not doubting 
that: some books would be there, 
and he was never disappointed. 
He carried them the two miles to 
his log cabin and gradually the 
shelves that had been provided 
filled up.

T first the readers were near 
Axneigntors, up and down the 

slope of Mount Sherman. It was 
not long until they were coming 
from across the river, as far as 
Hemmed-In Holler, -The neigh- 
bors were near-only in.a relative 
sense. A few miles more or less 
didn’t matter.. Any place within 
10 miles was called near. Grad- 
ually group distribution was estab- 
lished. A borrower carried away 
a book for himself and several for 
others living out his way. Newell 
Strickland, who lived down the 
river near Erbie, made regular 
trips to the library and carried

Ted Richmond wouldn't say, and 
wouldn’t expect to be believed if 
he did, that when Wilderness. Li- 
brary opened the homesteaders of 
the Boston Mountains were burn- 
ing up with the desire for books 
and the learnin’ that. comes. from 
books. Many of-them were indif- 
ferent and the.reading taste of 
others was not on a high level. 
But with the opportunity that he 
has provided indifference has di- 
minished and he has been able to 
direct the reading of others, so 
that now good books are in de- 
mand and it is not &Slways easy 
for him to supply the demand. 


It was a great day for Twilight 
Ted when his mother came to 
share his solitude. Her husband 
had died and she was living at 
Memphis, Mo., with a sister. She 
was still, at heart, the pioneer she 
was when she shared with her hus- 
band the hardships of a Nebraska 
sod house. She rejoiced in the 
pioneering of her Theo and want- 
ed to share it with him, So it was 
arranged and she came to the 


wilderness and at the age of 70 be- 
gan living her life over again. She 
was a sweet and understanding 
woman and the. mountain people 
took her into their hearts. So com- 
pletely did she adapt herself to the 
primitive conditions in which she 
found herself that they called her 
“the little pioneer woman.”

HEN there, was sickness in a 

mountain cabin she was there. 

‘She looked after the neigh- 
bors’ children when there was need. 
Her cookies shared the fame of 
Twilight Ted's books. On Sunday 
she climbed the rough two miles to 
Mount Sherman Church. 


For two years she lived and was 
happy in reliving the past that 
she had cherished in her memory. 
On a November night her son left 
her to go to the school house for 
a meeting of the Boy Scouts that 
he had organized. He had, before 
leaving, placed in her hands a 
story that he thought she would 
enjoy. She was looking over family 
pictures when he went away. When 
he returned she appeared to be 
sleeping. He climbed to his pal- 
let in the attic, 

Shortly before daylight his 
mother called him. She was cold, 
she said. He lighted the lamp and 
stirred up the fire. She asked for 
her heart tablets and he handed 
them to her. “I’m afraid I'm go- 
ing to leave you, dear boy,” she 
said. “I want you to be sure to 
meet me—” Her voice failed and 
her heart stopped beating. 


Richmond climbed the two miles 
to Hugh Raney’s house and the 
word was sent on from there that 
the little pioneer woman Was dead 
and women came to prepare her 
for her burial. On Synday night 
there was a memorial service for 
her at Mount Sherman Church and 
people came from many miles 
around to mourn, for they remem- 


bered her kindness to them. And 
in memory of her there was dedi- 
cated in Wilderness Library a 
mothers’ corner. 


To Richmond his mother’s death 
was not an excuse for diminished 
effort. It was, as he viewed it, his 
command to carry on. He had no 
other inclination. He owned to an 
obligation which had grown as the 
library grew. He felt himself a 
steward for the many who had 
seen his work and called it good 
and helped him in it and were ex- 
pecting him to continue in his well- 
doing. . 


Chief among those he felt were 
depending upon him and whose 
dependence he was not willing to 
betray was Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
whose letters to him, on White 
House stationery, are his prized 
possessions. She has sent him 
many books and a radio and once, 
in a letter, she wrote: “I hope that 
‘you will succeed in doing a gréat 
deal for the people in whom you 
have such an interest.” He takes 
her hope as his command. Once 
there was a hint that she might 
come to visit Wilderness Library— 
“until I can come to see you.” He 
lives in hope of that day.

We 
love our men so much we'd do 
anything for them, and we do. 
The men and our babies are our 
whole lives. We live for the day 
when Daddy can come home to 
see his wife and the baby son 
whom he has never seen. That’s 
the story of a soldier’s wife. 
She’s not so terribly brave. It’s 
just that she’s learned to take it. 
All the help we ask is a job. I 
think we deserve a little credit 
for making our men what they 
are. Remember, we don’t regret 
having married our soldiers.

I know of nothing more gatis- 
fying on a winters day than a bowl 
or plate of good, nourishing soups 
that can be prepared on short no- 
tice. Here’s a good old favorite 
that you might like to try soon: 


PHILADELPHIA PEPPER POT. 


Two slices bacon, cut one-fourth 
inch thick, one onion, chopped, one 
green pepper, diced, two quarts 
soup stock; one bay leaf, light 
pinch of thyme, one-half pound 
honeycomb tripe, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, light pinch cayenne pep- 
per, one teaspoon black pepper, 
freshly ground; one cup potatoes, 
diced; three tablespoons butter, 
three tablespoons flour, one-half 
cup heavy cream, 


‘ Dice bacon and cook until lightly 
browned. Add onion and green 


pepper and cook gently for five’ 


minutes. Add soup stock and tripe 


bring to boiling point, re- 
heat and simmer for one hour. 
Blend butter flour with a little 


shredded. Add seasonings and cold water and let 


it. Just before serving, stir in 
cream. 


BAKED STUFFED POTATOES. 

Select large potatoes and scrub 
thoroughly. Bake in hot oven 
from 45 to 60 minutes. Extra large 
potatoes require a full hour. Slice 
off broadside of potato, scrape all 
potato out of shell and season with 
salt and pepper and mash to a 
fluffy lightness with hot milk, add- 
ing a tablespoon of grated Amer- 
ican cheese for each potato. Refill 
shells and sprinkle a light coating 
of grated cheese on top. Return 
to hot oven until cheese is melted 
and lightly browned.

Sweetbreads are quite versatile, 
inasmuch as they can be served 
braised, broiled or in a-cream or 
Newburg sauce, They are also good 
when served in a salad, exactly as 
we would serve a chicken salad.

No Matter How You 
Slice It, Still Chop Suey 


N some parts of Hollywood, they are still fighting World War I. All 

kinds of new aerial tactics and techniques may be in the repertory 

of the flyers in Europe but so far as “Flying Tigers,” the new film 
at the Fox, is concerned, the era of “Wings,” “Hell's Angels” and “Dawn 
Patrol” is still with us. 

Since “Flying Tigers” details the adventures of a valiant band of | 
Americans in the service of China, in a remote part of the interior, 
more primitive conditions than exist in Europe may be expected. “Fly- 
ing Tigers” cannot present the elaborate control system or the sleek 
fighting craft that “A Yank In the R. A. F.” and “Eagle Squadron” did. 
So far as the American Volunteer Group in China was concerned, they 
didn’t exist. . : 

But the manner in which the Republic studio has treated the’story 
shows not only a longing for the good old days but a heavy reliance 
on the style of pictures produced before. For terrain, there is the good 
old California countryside, with its brush-covered hills and bright sun- 
shine. Most of the action takes place in good, broad daylight and 
apparently the early months of summer. When one sees the Japs, he 
sees them right in his lap, which is not exactly the distance of these 
days. 

The plot of “Flying Tigers,” like a parachute, is the kind no Holly- 
wood writer can be without. For it tells how reckless John. Carroll 
neglects his duties, causes the death of a pal, is roundly hated by his 
fellow Flying Tigers and atones finally by crashing into a J apanese 
supply train and blasting it off the tracks. It is hard to believe that 
heroism in these days is the result always of grandstanders who have 
to regain lost prestige. A few of the fellows must do it for the wife, 
the kids and the Four Freedoms. 

Despite all this, “Flying Tigers” has moments of tense excitement, 
a nice sprinkling of comedy and is creditably acted. Perhaps the best 
summing-up is contained in a letter received by this reviewer from a 
young member of the Army Air Force: | 

“Saw ‘Flying Tigers’ the other night, They do pretty well with 
their plywood P-40s, even if they do kill the same Jap two or three 
times, They were getting paid 500 bucks a Jap, anyway, weren’t they?” 


Famous Mexican Clown 
Fights a Little Bull For Us 


Even as American motion pictures have carried to all the 
world the beauties of our peacetime existence, with its fine 
automobiles, fluffy boudoirs and the opportunity for any gang-- | 
ster to get ahead, foreign films bring us much instruction about 
our good neighbors abroad. So it is with “Ni Sangre Ni Arena,” 
Mexican opus now playing at the Art Theater. 

Although its title is translated “Neither Blood Nor Sand,” 
ene does see a bullfight now and then, with more details of 
action in some cases than were allowed in our own American- 
made and more serious “Blood and Sand.” The Art Theater's 
picture was filmed in Mexico City, as indeed were some scenes 
of “Blood and Sand,” but details are more plentiful.

Cantinflas plays two roles, one as the tramp, in his accus- 
tomed dirty undershirt, sloppy trousers, belt around his hips 
and big shoes, and the other as the pet of the aficionados—the 
fans. His pantomime is excellent and a fair amount of fun is 
to be derived from his performance, even by one who does not 
know a senor from a senorita. But “Ni Sangre Ni Arena” does 
not have a superimposed English translation and its appeal is

Abbott’s newest musical 
show, “Beat the Band,” was 
praised by most of the critics and 
is a hit. Nevertheless Abbott, who 
was a good actor and then became 
a good playwright and then be- 
came a good producer, decided 
some changes should be made, But, 
in his changing and restaging he 
has made “Beat the Band”. a faster 
and funnier musical. 

Originally, to take you back to 
the first story, Jerry Lester was 
the ga-ga brother of Band Leader 
Damon (played by 
Jack Whiting) and he arrived at 
the office of his brother’s agent 
with plans for writing a play, hir- 
ing bushels of beautiful girls as 
secretaries—observe these direc- 
tions carefully if you intend to be- 
come a playwright—and also he 
posed as the aid to the godfather 
of a young South American heir- 
ess. 

Abbott, who has a liking for this 
plot because in private life he is 
one of the town’s best rumba 
dancers, decided that interpolating 
the narrative with so many songs 
and dances made the story too 
cormaplicated. 

So, instead of cutting down on 
the music Abbott did a streamline 
job on the book. He lost a few 
laughs by giving some of Band 
Leader Dillingham’s brother’s lines 
to the band leader himself, but he 
gained other laugh lines and speed- 
ed up the action. Dillingham now 
is afraid that his brother may get 
into trouble because he has not 
only been thrown out of college, 
but he is also importing a South 
American beauty. 


To illustrate one point where Ab- 
bott has tightened and speeded up 
“Beat the,Band” there was a scene 
where a deaf music publisher, 
played by Ralph Bunker, hums a 
song while Jerry Lester makes love 
to Eunice Healey. In that scene 
\the music publisher used to strike 
a gong (a la Major Bowes) every 


jtime he didn’t like a song. This 


particular bit of business happened 
to coincide with the moments when 
Lester would attempt to kiss Miss 
Healey and always won a laugh. 
But it did slow up the action of 
the main story, so Abbott cut it 
out. 


Abbott thinks that “Beat the 
Band” now gets three times the 
laughs it got on opening night. 
What he can’t explain is that it 
was a hit when it opened and it 
is still a hit now that he has re- 
staged it so radically.
